This intellectual greediness is a 
disease, and needs heroic treatment 
pr. Mathews pleads for "a professor- 
phip of books and reading." Ho well 
pajs that Porter's or Pycroft's manual 
cannot do tho work of n. living guide 
No one course will do for all. Oat; 
must know his students, and give each 
a plan suited to his idiosyncrasies. We 
j-oad in Caxtoniana that he who sails 
ground tho world must need put in at 
many harbors, if not for rest at least for 
supplies. You can do more with one 
•hundred thousand dollars than with uvc 
thousand. Wo need wisdom to spend

Abnormal Appetite in Cows. 


The habit acquired by many cows oj 


spending their leisure time, when run- 
ning at large in tlie cow yards in winter, 
ay chewing anil eating old boards, 
joncs, leather, old woolen garments, 
and horse manure, is one that is very 
innoying to tho cow owner. 
Wo havo 


Known cattle to get this habit so stroncr 
;hat they would eat the boards of the 
wilding and fences within reach which 
surrounded their yards, and we have 
seen them leave the best of hay in their 
stalls uneaten, while they would stand 
at a pile of horse manure an hour at a 
;irne, picking it over and eating much of 
t with apparent relish. Cows in this 
condition will often stand in the pasture 
for a long while at a time, chewino- 
away industriously upon an old bone, 
which they may bavo found in their 
walks. A whip lash, aleather strap, or 
an article of clothing carelesslv left 
vitm'ii reach of cows with such ab- 
normal appetites, is never safe from 
'heir attacks. 


Such animals are sometimes helped 


by being fed a few doses of fine bone 
neal, mixed with sifted ashes and' salt 
Wheat bran is sometimes a means of 
:ure; a very simple remedy, but if tbe 
•omplaint has been of long standing it 
vill not always yield to a short course of 
doctoring with any kind of medicine If 
we couldJoarn the cause, the first thing 
o do would be to remove that cause 
Ve think the habit is often tbe result of 
mproper methods of feeding, or of giv- 
ng too little rariety to the food.
